Two loal gay writers here had their book 
banned by university publishers because they 
clan it will create a hostile reaction free 
the Soverneent, Positively Say edited by 
Siion Shepherd, a Mottinghaa University 
lecturer, and nick Wallis of Volverhaapton 
Polytechnic has been in preparation for eore 
than three years and vas to be published by 
Hanchester University Press this Autuan, 

An angry row about acadeiic freedon and 
free speech has engulfed Hanchester 
University Press, the publishers, and led to 
the resignations of the editors of the 
prestigious nev "Cultural Politics' series, 
Sussex University lecturers Jonathan 
Oolliiore and Alan Sinfield, In their letter 
of resignation, Dolliaore and Sinfield wrote 
that they agreed that the book vas 
'angry,,,but that is only to be expected on 
suen a topic at such a time. But this vas 
precisely the point in history vhere ve vould 
wish the publishers to show courage and 
conaitaent rather than hoaophobia and 
prejudice". 

The publishers say their decision to ban 
Positively 6ay vas taken 'entirely on 
acadeaic grounds', But letters and phone 
calls to Shepherd and Wallis suggest that on 
the contrary, the aajor reason for the ban 
vas increasing governaent and press 
hoaophobia, vhfch it vas feared could be 
turned on Hanchester University Press, In a 
letter to Siaon Shepherd Brooke froa the HUP 
Chief Executive, Francis Brooke, he vrote 
that "the political dilate aeans ve aust be 
very careful ve have not got ourselves a 
hostage to fortune", He added that "the 
second problea is that the Far Right has a 
far aore effective platfora than it had even; 
ten years ago and it is a real concern that 
the book night attract exactly the sort of! 
response none of us vant*.. 

Heanvhile Siaon Shepherd and Hick Wallis 
are looking for alternative publishers who 
vill have the courage to let lesbian/gay 
voices be heard and not gagged.

The age of consent for sex between gey sen 
should be reduced from 21 to IS, soys Cynthia 
Payne, candidate in last month s 
parliamentary by-election in Kensington, 

Her demand received widespread press 
publicity in the run-up to the by-election 
which was won by the Tory candidate, Dudley 
Fishburn, 

The former sex party hostess's other 
election demands included; the lifting of all 
restrictions of "straight" pornography; more 
tolerance for transvestites, transsexuals and 
“deviants"; an end to legal hypocrisy about 
prostitution and the legalisation of brothels 

with regular medical checks , 

Her campaign received rather more 
attention than the anti-Section 28 campaign 
which decided in the end not to field a 
candidate for fear of being seen as "a Joke", 
The campaign under the leadership of 30- 
year-old solicitor Adam Sutcliffe, did 
however manage to extract opinions on Section 
28 and gay rights from a number of the main 
by-election candidates. 

Nothing was heard from Dudley Fishburn, 
But other candidates offered varying degrees 
of support, with the Breen Party candidate 
Phylip Hobson outshining all of the others, 

Adam Sutcliffe was pleased with the 
experiences gained from the campaign, and he 
and his supporters are setting up 
the'electoralCampaign Broup" which could go 
into swift operation if another by-election 
opportunity presented itself, 

"Our experience shows that you can't leave 
it to the main parties to raise Section 28 or 
any gay issues without being prompted very 
hard," (Thanks to BAY TINES),

BRAGG SPEAKS OUT

British singer, Billy Bragg has been speaking 
out about lesbian and gay rights and Aids on 
his recent tour of America, and helping 
activists to distribute Aids literature at 
his concerts, 

On his 'Help Save the youth ofAmenca 
tour, Bragg met members of the Aids Coalition 
to Unleash Power (ACT-UP), in cities as far 
apart as New fork, Seattle, Chicago and San 
Francisco, 

Bragg has been talking to his audiences 
and newspaper interviewers about Aids 
education and funding, and about Britain's 
notorious Section 28, Bragg, a member of Bed 
Hedge, has spoken out about Section 28 in 
Britain, and was involved in the 6ay's the 
Vord defence fund, says his support for the 
lesbian and gay community is part of his 
commitment to progressive politics, 

He says that in Britian only openly gay 
entertainers are asked for their views on 
lesbian and gay rights and Aids, "But the 
rights of gays is not just an issue for gay 
people, " he told an interviewer in New York, 
"It's an issue for us all, 1 don't say 'gay 
rights’, It's fundamental human rights, 
People's sexuality is their own right, 
government has enough control over us without 
controlling our sexuality, particularly at a 
time when, because of all our concern about 
Aids, we shold be encouraging peopole to be 
more open about their sexuality, "

SO YOU BELIEVE THAT PEOPLE IF POSITIONS 
OP POWER SHOULD COME OUT? DO YOU 
BELIEVE THERE IS ANY EXCUSE FOR NOT 
COMING OUT? 

I’ve always been out at work . I cane 
out to my parents when I became Leader 
of Southwark • But I can understand 
why people chose not to and from what 
any of us goes through personally I 
would not publicly pressurise anyone 
else though I might speak to them 
personally if I knew them . On the 
other hand I think it is actually so 
much easier quite frankly for those of 
us in public positions to come out, 
particularly if it’s an elected 
position . we aren’t going to lose our 
job - it’s secure for at at least 
another four years or five if we're 
M.Ps. 

Those who actually take the shit, those 
who are likely to lose their jobs are 
those who have no other job protection 
of their trade union and who are in 
very vulnerable positions . If public 
figures are known to be lesbian/gay and 
people know that, nevertheless, they 
manage to do their job and are normal, 
human, loving people then a large 
number of people will recognize that 
the hatred and animosity we have to 
bear is completely irrational . 

HOUSING HAS ALWAYS BEEN A PROBLEM FOR 
US, BECAUSE MOST AUTHORITIES DONT MAKE 
PROVISION FOR LESBIANS AND GAYS . HAVE 
YOU BEEN ABLE TO PERSUADE SOUTHWARK TO 
DO ANYTHING POSITIVE FOR US? 

As a Housing Authority we do recognise 
the right of lesbians and gay men in 
long-term relationships to pass on 
their tenancies to their partner the 

same as straight couples would be able 
to pass on their tenancy .

Certainly, most recently around Section 
28 there's been a very clear acceptance 
by other Labour Party members that 
Section 28 is a matter of civil 
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liberties and that's because lesbians 
and gay men have clearly expressed that 
through the media. Previously, however 
when I was helping to organise the 
first lesbian and gay conference in 
Southwark, that touched a raw nerve in 
the Labour Group ~ this is about three 
years ago - we wanted £2.000 in order 
to fund the conference and 1 found
